Tht system in effect In I* lea- 
ching since the liberation divides the civil aut..orlty among offices on three 
different levels, the municipal government administration, ( shlh-oheng-f n) , 
district offices (ch^u-lcung-so), and street offices (chleh-}rung-so)o eystem, 

however, unwisely hrlngp over Into the cities the foim ai 3 d merthods of the rural 
areas. The hslen, district and village govemmantal structures arp» do^Atless 
necessary for rural areas, p tnc© th45 rural econony, the villages, and tha popula- 
tion are dispersed over e wide territory* but conditions In the cities are 
quite different 5 ths manic:: otii econcfliy and the population Is concentrated In 
a conqparatively rescrlcted area, particularly so with modem means of ooannnica- 
tion. Therefore, the governmental structuro and mode of op© rati cm for a city 
should he of a cocficentreted type. 

Facts show that factories, hanks, puollc or ^pnlra titans, schools in- 
volve problems with which district offices and street offices cannot and should 
not deal. When they attempt to do so, wach inevitably tends to act as an 
independent government, and the result Is as thou^ there were no govemaant, 
no Bemhlance of orsnnlzatlon* Under such a system it is difficult to glvu. 
full and uniform effect to the municipal government's policy decisions, and 
mlsinterpretatloi: and perversion of orders often occurs. Such cutting up end 
dispersion of civil authority seriously reducers the efficiency and effectlve- 
aovernnente 1 operations; therefore, the district office s 
ant? street offices should be ahcllrhed. 

Authority for decisions should be cantered in the City Government Adminis- 
tration which should iBBue orders to Its various departments. For instance, 
orders pertaining to public safety should he referred to the Police, those 
pertaining to health to the Board of Health, education to ths School Departosoit, etc. 
Badi-. of these departnmnte may then establish such branches or substaticms as they 
deem necessary for the proper dl.Bchsrge of their responsibilities. 

The rural form of organization and cperatloi* may ho all right for the rural 
areas, bu. it is not suited to the oondltions that characterize the cities, and 
’:nl?»aa we change over to a more suitable type of organization and imnaer of func- 
tioning, W0 shall not be able to govern the cities, nor find It possible to 
?urrv out the Party's policy t*or the cities. j 
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
